“Transaction”); and

WHEREAS, the Franchise Authority has considerattiagmproves of the Transaction.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLIVED BY THE FRANCHISEIAHORITY AS FOLLOWS:

purposes of securing any indebtedness; and (dgeity interests in Comcast or any of Comcast’s
affiliates.

5. Upon closing of the Transaction, New Franch&gal remain bound by the lawful terms and
conditions of the Franchise.

crude by rail in passing Executive Order #125 dingcNew York State agencies to conduct a
comprehensive review of crude rail transport sapedcedures and emergency response preparedness
and Albany County, NY issued a moratorium on crudeeases at the Port of Albany pending a

public health investigation; and

WHEREAS, the last few years have seen a dramatic riselicnade transport nationwide, and more
crude oil was spilled in U.S. rail accidents in 2@han the preceding four decades, amounting to
more than 1.15 million gallons in 2013. Most tedly in July 2013, 72 tanker cars loaded with 2
million gallons of flammable crude oil derailedliac-Megantic, Canada, causing explosions that
killed 47 people, destroyed dozens of buildings] eaused over $1 billion in damages; and

WHEREAS, the National Transportation Safety Board and tipelifie and Hazardous Materials
Safety Administration recently acknowledged théufa to appropriately classify the contents of
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crude oil shipments to reflect the hazardous agtlhiflammable nature of the substances being
transported by rail and the devastating consequenica crude oil rail accident including loss &)
property and environmental damage, and thus madewn®endations to avoid urban areas when
transporting crude, and to improve rail safety tations for crude oil transport, including worsesea
scenario emergency response plans; and

WHEREAS, increased rail crude oil traffic in the North Cogyntorridor will lead to an increase in
diesel emissions in communities along rail linex] axposure to particulate matter from diesel
engines has been linked to impaired pulmonary dgweént in adolescents; increased
cardiopulmonary mortality; measurable pulmonarjaimimation; increased severity and frequency of
asthma attacks, emergency room visits, and hogitaissions in children; increased rates of heart
attacks and strokes in adults; increased risk mé@a and increased asthma and lung disease in
children; and

WHEREAS, crude oill, like that coming from the Bakken shadsarvoir, is known to be volatile,
highly flammable, and contain elevated concentratiof benzene, a potent carcinogen, and

WHEREAS, trains delivering crude oil traveling through thertth Country will follow routes
adjacent to Lake Champlain and various waterwaysing a serious threat to these ecosystems, and
to Northern New York’s agricultural irrigation amldinking water supplies; and

WHEREAS, given the record of crude-oil rail accidents ine®icyears, a train accident or
derailment could have catastrophic effects if tweced in any populated area; and

WHEREAS, historically, when environmental accidents do ocoilrcompanies spend years in
litigation over damages as strategy to undercutgays to affected communities; and

WHEREAS, the cumulative impacts of crude oil train traffircdugh the North Country and other
parts of Eastern New York, in addition to the cuativie upstream and downstream greenhouse gas
impacts of these fossil fuels, should analyzedrgadhe transport of any of these hazardous
materials through our communities, now, therefbeeit

RESOLVED, that the Plattsburgh City Council establishes dnT€@iin Task Force made up of
stakeholders that represent our community’s dityeisiorder to further research this transport of
